DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendment filed on June 22, 201 1 has been entered. Claims 1 2 and 1 3 have 
been added. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 8 of Applicant Arguments, filed June 22, 201 1 , with 
respect to Claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) 
Rejection of March 30, 201 1 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 13 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
recognizes and agrees to the applicant's arguments that the balancer equation is 
novel and different from the prior references of Kageyama and in view of Shimada. 
The balance ratio defined in Claim 1 cannot be derived without defining the half 
crankwebs without maintaining the balancer as the primary balancer. Therefore, it 
does not seem obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the system taught 
by Kageyama in view of Shimada to come to the same conclusion of the balance 
ratio defined in Claim 1 by the applicant.
